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MARKET  REVIEW 


Sugar  deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption  during  July  totaled  943,000 
tons,  based  on  preliminary  reports.  For  the  period  January- July  1965 
the  total  was  5,556,000  tons.  Deliveries  during  July  appear  to  have 
been  at  about  the  level  of  consumption. 

August  deliveries  are  expected  to  exceed  those  of  July  since  consump- 
tion generally  increases  during  that  month  and  there  is  one  more  deliv- 
ery day  in  August  than  July.  Assuming  a  five  day  week,  deliveries 
during  July  averaged  about  45,000  tons  a  day. 

Refiners  deliveries  during  January- July  totaled  3,  764,  000  tons  for  U.S. 
consumption  or  83,000  tons  above  comparable  deliveries  last  year. 
During  the  previous  five  years,  1960-64,  refiners  deliveries  during 
January-July  averaged  about  57  percent  of  their  calendar  year  deliv- 
eries . 

The   preliminary   reports     of  refiners   total   stocks  at  the  end  of  July 
showed    717,000  tons,    almost  unchanged  from  the  total  at  the  end  of" 
June.    Refiners  receipts  during  the  month  of  July  must  have  been  ap- 
proximately the  same  as  their  deliveries  of  634,000  tons  during  the 
month. 

Beet  sugar  deliveries  through  July  1965  totaled  1,648,000  tons  or 
16  5,000  more  than  January- July  1964,  the  previous  highest  total  re- 
ported for  that  period.  The  effective  inventory  ( 1964  crop  sugar  carried 
over  into  1965)  totaled  about  2,725,000  tons  or  600,000  tons  more  than 
the  previous  year's  carryover. 

Domestic  raw  sugar  prices,  duty  paid  at  New  York,  averaged  6.  73  cents 
per  pound  during  July  and  6.72  for  the  first  seven  months  of  the  year. 
On  a  comparable  basis  the  domestic  raw  sugar  price  was  3.83  cents  per 
pound  above  the  world  price  during  July  and  3.  50  cents  for  January- July 
1965.  During  July  the  world  sugar  quotations  averaged  1.94  cents  per 
pound  and  2.28  cents  for  January- July . 
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During  the  first  two  days  of  August  the  domestic  raw  sugar  price  was 
6.75  cents  but  from  August  3  through  11  was  at  6.78  cents.  The  world 
raw  sugar  price  was  2.00  cents  at  the  beginning  of  AugustBut  was  quoted 
at  1.85  cents  per  pound  from  August  9  through  11.  As  of  August  11  the 
domestic  price  of  raw  sugar  was  3.97  cents  above  the  world  price  on  a 
comparable  basis. 

Therehave  been  no  changes  in  wholesale  refined  sugar  quotations  since 
mid-May  and  as  of  August  11  the  following  were  the  list  prices:

The  Augus  t  Crop  Production  report  of  the  Department  showed  no  change 
in  sugar  cane  production  from  the  July  report  and  sugar  beet  produc- 
tion was  indicated  at  only  9,000  tons  above  the  July  estimate. 

Based  on  a  five  year  average  recovery  mainland  cane  sugar  production 
from  the  1965  crop  would  remain  at  about  1 ,  200 , 000  tons  and  beet  sugar 
production  at  3,025,000  tons. 

Hawaiian  sugar  cane  production  was  estimated  to  be  less  than  one  per- 
cent below  that  of  the  1964  crop.  However,  indications  are  that  recov- 
ery may  be  higher  and  sugar  production  may  exceed  last  year's  record 
crop  of  1,179,000  tons.  Through  July,  Hawaiian  sugar  production 
totaled  739,000  tons  or  32,000  tons  less  than  last  year  at  that  time. 
This  is  the  result  of  a  later  start  but  recent  weeks'  sugar  production 
has  been  higher  than  that  during  1964. 
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Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  from  this  year's  crop  has  been  completed 
and  the  preliminary  crop  year  production  was  reported  as  approximately 
897,000  tons,  raw  value. 

Short' history  of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement

In  an  effort  to  formulate  a  new  International  Sugar  Agreement,  the 
United  Nations  has  called  a  conference  of  all  countries  interested  in 
sugar,  either  as  importers  or  exporters,  for  September  20,  196  5,  'in 
Geneva,  Switzerland.  Currently,  only  the  administrative  provisions  of 
the  sugar  agreement  are  in  effect.  The  economic  and  regulatory  provi- 
sions became  inoperative  on  January  1,  1962.  The  following  background 
highlights  past  efforts  to  stabilize  the  international  sugar  situation. 

Attempts  to  establish  some  sort  of  concerted  action  to  solve  sugar  prob- 
lems began  a  hundred  years  ago.  At  that  time  European  countries  were 
feeling  the  pressure  of  bounties  and  subsidies  on  sugar  production  and 
exports  built  up  during  the  Napoleonic  War.  The  agreement  was  not  a 
success  because  only  four  countries  joined  in  the  effort.  However,  the 
problems  remained  and  another  attempt  was  made  in  1902  which  resulted 
from  the  Brussels  Convention  on  sugar  problems  when  ten  European 
countries  attempted  to  suppress  all  direct  and  indirect  subsidies  on 
production  and  exports  and  to  impose  countervailing  duties  on  countries 
granting  such  bounties.  It  did  not  succeed  in  increasing  world  prices  or 
reducing  production.  However,  it  did  lower  internal  prices  and  stim- 
ulate consumption.  It  was  extended  in  1908,  but  lower  beet  production 
during  the  war  relieved  the  situation  and  it  was  annulled  in  1918. 

Lower  beet  sugar  production  during  World  War  1  and  the  resulting 
high  world  prices  stimulated  cane  sugar  production.  When  beet  sugar 
production  in  Europe  increased  after  the  war  a  surplus  of  about  four 
million  tons  developed  on  the  world  market  and  prices  fell  below  the 
cost  of  production  even  in  the  low  cost  cane  sugar  producing  areas. 
There  was  again  agitationfor  some  form  of  world  agreement  to  regulate 
world  production  and  exports.  This  led  to  the  Chadbourne  Agreement  of 
1931.  This  was  the  first  attempt  to  stabilize  trade  in  sugar  on  a  world- 
wide basis.  It  was  signed  by  nine  countries  and  covered  all  exports  of 
member  countries  except  exports  from  Cuba  to  the  United  States.  It  was 
concluded  for  a  period  of  five  years  and  called  for  a  restriction  of  both 
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production  and  exports.  This  agreement  also  failed  due  to  lack  of  suffi- 
cient coverage  and  the  reductions  made  by  member  countries  were  off- 
set by  increased  production  in  non-member  countries.  World  prices 
remained  depressed  and  again  there  was  agitation  for  another  attempt 
to  develop  a  successful  agreement. 

The  next  attempt  was  the  Agreement  of  1937.  In  this  agreement  a  dis- 
tinction was  made  between  the  "free  market"  and  the  total  world  market 
which  included  trade  under  special  trading  arrangements  such  as  sales 
to  the  United  States  and  special  trade  arrangements  of  some  other  coun- 
tries. The  agreement  was  to  apply  only  to  trade  on  the  free  market. 
The  agreement  provided  for  a  limitation  on  stocks  to  discourage  pro- 
duction, regulation  of  exports  through  export  quotas  and  a  price  objec- 
tive not  to  exceed  the  cost  of  production  plus  a  reasonable  profit  to 
efficient  producers.  The  agreement  was  signed  by  17  importing  and 
exporting  countries.  The  regulatory  provisions  were  suspended  during 
the  war  and  the  administrative  provisions  were  continued  by  annual 
protocols  until  its  termination  in  1953. 

The  1953  Agreement  was  for  a  period  of  five  years  and  was  eventually 
signed  by  29  countries.  When  it  expired  the  Agreement  of  1958  became 
effective.  It  was  signed  by  40  countries  representing  both  importers  and 
exporters.  It  provided  for  review  and  renegotiation  in  1961.  In  the 
meantime,  some  important  changes  had  taken  place  in  the  structure  of 
the  world  market.  Also  the  largest  exporter  had  exceeded  its  export 
quota  for  1961  and  prices  fell  to  about  2.15  cents  per  pound  at  the  time 
the  1961  conference  was  in  session.  The  result  was  that  the  conference 
failed  to  agree  on  basic  export  tonnages  for  the  years  of  1962  and  1963. 

All  economic  and  regulatory  provisions  of  the  Agreement  became  in- 
operative on  January  1,  1962.  The  administrative  provisions  of  the 
agreement  remained  in  effect  and  the  International  Sugar  Council  was 
instructed  to  expand  its  statistical  studies  on  world  sugar  production  and 
consumption.  The  Council  met  regularly  and  thus  provided  a  forum 
where  problems  confronting  the  industry  could  be  discussed  and  cooper- 
ative action  encouraged.  The  56  countries  attending  the  1961  conference 
unanamously  adopted  the  following  resolution. 

"Having  met  at  Geneva  from  12  September  to  23  October  and  .fxom 
7  to  14  December  1961, 
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"Considering  that  no  provision  has  been  made  for  the  regulation  of  ex- 
ports to  the  free  market  in  1962  and  1963  by  means  of  basic  export  ton- 
nages and  other  export  entitlements, 

"Noting  that  the  International  Sugar  Council  has  powers  under  the  Inter- 
national Sugar  Agreement,  1958,  to  ensure  that  no  inequity  in  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Agreement  should  arise  from  the  absence  of  basic  export 
tonnages  and  other  export  limitations, 

"1 .  Invites  the  International  Sugar  Council 

"(a)  to  continue  its  efforts  towards  attaining  the  general  objectives  as 
set  out  in  article  1  of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement  1958  and  to 
request  the  Chairman  of  the  Conference,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Executive  Secretary,  to  consult  the  Secretary-General  of  the  United 
Nations  with  a  view  to  reconvening  this  Conference  as  soon  as,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Council,  the  conditions  for  the  resumption  of  the  Confer- 
ence exist, 

"(b)  to  consult  governments,  in  the  absence  of  a  resumption  of  this 
Conference,  with  a  view  to  requesting  the  Secretary-General  of  the 
United  Nations  to  convene  in  1963  aUnited  Nations  Sugar  Conference  for 
the  negotiation  of  an  International  Sugar  Agreement  which  would  enter 
into  force  upon  the  expiry  of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement  of  1958, 

"(c)  to  keep  under  constant  review  the  world  sugar  situation  and  to 
undertake  such  other  studies  and  reviews  as  would  assist  in  the  prepare 
atory  work  for  the  resumption  of  this  Conference  or  for  the  convening 
of  a  United  Nations  Sugar  Conference  in  1963,  and 

"(d)  to  prepare  and  circulate  as  soon  as  possible  to  all  the  governments 
represented  at  this  Conference  the  list  of  the  provisions  of  the  Agreement 
which  are  inoperative  as  a  result  of  the  absence  of  basic  export  tonnages 
and  export  entitlements. 

"2.  Urges  all  governments 

"(a)  to  maintain  close  contact  with  the  International  Sugar  Council  and 
to  co-operate  with  it  with  a  view  to  facilitating  its  tasks  and  in  partic- 
ular to  supply  such  information  to  the  Council  as  may  be  necessary  for 
this  purpose, 
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"(b)  to  be  guided  in  the  policies  which  they  adopt  regarding  sugar  by  the 
general  objectives  set  out  in  article  1  of  the  International  Sugar  Agree- 
ment of  1958. 

Decides  to  adjourn.  " 

A  meeting  under  the  auspices  of  the  United  Nations  was  held  in  London 
in  July  of  1963  and  developed  a  Protocol  to  extend  the  agreement  in  its 
present  form  until  the  end  of  1965.  Article  2,  para.  (1)  of  the  Protocol 
stated,  "The  Council  shall  forthwith  initiate  a  study  of  the  bases  and 
framework  of  a  new  agreement  to  come  into  force  not  later  than  the  date 
of  expiry  of  this  Protocol,  and  shall  make  a  report,  including  appropriate 
recommendations,  to  participating  Governments  not  later  than  30  June 
1964." 

By  October  8,  1963,  a  total  of  58  Governments  had  signed  the  Protocol 
and  it  was  declared  to  be  in  force. 

A  Preparatory  Committee  was  appointed  and  began  its  labors  in  the  fall 
of  1963.  In  June  of  1964  it  presented  its  report  to  the  Council.  Many 
countries  requested  more  time  to  study  the  report  and  action  onitwas 
postponed  until  the  meeting  in  November.  At  the  November  meeting 
several  delegations  questioned  whether  the  attitudes  of  Governments 
was  proper  for  real  negotiation  on  allotment  of  basic  tonnages  and  an 
acceptable  price  range.  The  Council  decided  to  again  postpone  action  till 
later  and  Governments  were  requested  to  present  their  comments  in- 
writing  prior  to  another  meeting,  which  was  scheduled  for  the  last  of 
April  1965. 

At  the  April  meeting  there  were  still  some  countries  who  questioned 
whether  the  climate  within  the  sugar  industry  was  such  that  an  equitable 
and  workable  agreement  could  be  negotiated.  After  much  discussion  it 
was  decided  to  request  the  United  Nations  to  make  arrangements  for  and 
invite  all  countries  interested  in  sugar,  either  as  exporters  or  im- 
porters, to  a  conference  to  be  convened  about  15  September.  If  it  was 
determined  that  progress  was  being  made  but  still  lacked  the  possi- 
bility of  final  conclusion,  the  conference  would  adjourn  to  allow  dele- 
gations to  consult  with  their  Governments  and  return  to  a  final  confer- 
ence to  be  held  not  later  than  March  31,  1966. 

The  Secretary  General  of  the  United  Nations  has  arranged  for  a  confer- 
ence to  be  convened  on  September  20,  1965  in  Geneva,  Switzerland.

Today's  action  prorates  64,412  short  tons,  raw 
value,  of  the  deficit  to  the  Republic  of  the 
Philippines,  and  the  remaining  quantity  of  135,588 
short  tons,  raw  value,  to  Western  Hemisphere 
countries  named  in  Section  202(c)C3)(A)  of  the  Sugar 
Act.  In  reallocating  the  deficit  to  countries  of  the 
Western  Hemisphere ,  special  consideration  will  be 
given  to  those  countries  offering  to  purchase  and 
import  United  States  agricultural  commodities  prior 
to  July  1,  1966. 

All  applications  for  the  importation  of  the  deficit 
as  signed  to  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  received 
on  or  before  the  5th  day  after  publication  in  the 
Federal  Register  will  be  considered  as  having  been 
received  at  the  same  time.  (See  August  17,  "1965

4.  Regionally,    January- June  deliveries,  1965   as  compared  to  1964, 
were  up  in  3  of  the  5  regions:  Increases       North  Central  13c6  percent, 
West  10.5  percent,  South  4.4  percent.  Decreases  --  New  England  down 
3.6  percent,  Middle  Atlantic  down  1.3  percent.
